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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-4 and 10 are allowable over the prior art, since the prior art fails to teach or 
fairly suggest a sealing device comprising a vacuum station configured for loading a 
fluid into a test sample device via a conduit connecting a fluid receptacle to the test 
sample device, an enclosure having an aperture and shield moveable between a first 
position covering the aperture and a second position not covering the aperture; a 
moveable cutting element assembly having a home position located within the 
enclosure; a motor for moving the cutting element assembly through the aperture to a 
deployed position, the said cutting element assembly being positioned externally to the 
enclosure at a position for cutting the conduit; wherein movement of the cutting element 
assembly through the aperture causes the shield to move to the second position, and 
movement of the cutting assembly from the deployed position to the home position 
causes the shield to move from the second position to the first position covering the 
aperture, as recited in claim 1 .
